Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Wednesday evening.

It revealed that in 
March a number of cases of gripe, 
125 cases of measles, scabies and 
3 cases of V.D. The general sani¬ 
tary condition of the town was not 
satisfi ctory at the present time but 
improvement was expected in the 
immediate future. 

Following the reading of the 
MHO’s report the outbreak of 
smallpox at the, west coast was 
discussed. It was noted that both 
Fernie and Michel-Natal had taken 
precautionary measures to stave 
off an outbreak of the disease in 
their respective towns. It was de¬ 
cided that the Health committee 
interview the local doctors to see 
wbat measures could be taken to 
make the town more sanitary and 
to discuss protective measures 
againts the outbreak of smallpox 
in Coleman since this town is only 
a 24 hours run from Seattle, the 
scene of the outbreak, by bus and 
only three hours by plane.

T.B. OF BOVINE TYPE ALMOST 
UNKNOWN IN TORONTO 
HOSPITAL 

A correspondent who signs himself 
“Doubtful”—who obviously is an op¬ 
ponent of any plan to make compul¬ 
sory the pasteurization of milk— 
writes to the Vancouver Province and 
states that ‘it would be interesting 
to know if city of Toronto could 
prove that homogenized milk has 
prevented and wiped out T.B, in that 


?d as porters, cleaners and other

He said he believes "the milk there 
has been treated for over 20 years, 
and in that event were the milk to 
blame, there should not be one case 
of this disease in a person born there 
during the last 20 or more years.’’ 

The Health League of Canada, 
sponsors of a nationwide campaign 
to obtain compulsory pasteurization 
of milk, hastens to reply to “Doubt¬ 
ful” in this instance. First, there is 
no connection whatever between 
“Homogenized” milk and pasteuriz¬ 
ed” milk, except that both raw milk 
and pasteurized milk can be homog¬ 
enized. This is a process which breaks 
up the particles of fat and protein 
in milk and prevents the cream from 
rising to ihe top—it causes these 
| smaller particles to be distributed 
j evenly throughout the liquid. Homog- 
I enization has nothing whatever to 
! do with the prevention of milk-borne 
j diseases, and no authority has ever 
, made that claim. 

As for Toronto’s record since com¬ 
pulsory pasteurization was introduced I 
in that city in 1915, the Toronto J 
Hospital for Sick Children reports 
that not one case of bovine T.B. from i 
Toronto has been recorded on the 
hospital’s admitting records in 30 
years. The hospital reports further I 
that not one case from elsewhere in 
Ontario has been admitted during the 
last three years. Ontario has had a j 
compulsory pasteur ization law, which J 
is 98 per cent, effective, since 1938. i 
It is the only Canadian province with ; 
such legislation on its statutes. j

Destructive Tidal Waves Are Often 
Experienced In The Pacific 

Destructive waves such as struck 
Hawaii and North-Pacific points are 
commonly called “tidal" waves. Actu¬ 
ally they are properly seismic waves, 
since they have their origin not in 
tides, but in underwater disturbances 
of the ocean floor. 

Such waves are not uncommon in 
the Pacific since it is largely ringed 
with a seismic belt. 

The waves are of two types, one 
being caused by a subsidience of the 
sea bottom, the other by an upheaval. 

| In the case of the former, the waters 
recede, then rush back upon shore 
j violently. With the latter, there 
usually is no warning ebb. 

Vessels at sea, even directly over 
the centre of the disturbance, usually 
are in little or no danger.

j Deadliest Tiling Ever Fired From 
Airplane Says U.S. Colonel 

The United States war department 
; removed the veil of secrecy around 
“Tiny Tim”, a powerful rocket which 
an army spokesman said Is "by far 
the deadliest thing ever fired from 
an airplane.” 

Col. Donald B. Diehl, commanding 
officer at the Dover army air field, 
said the rocket "can sink almost any¬ 
thing that floats.” “It has driven 
holes all the way through a light 
cruiser from side to side,” he re¬ 
ported. “It goes through a destroyer 
as if it were a piece of paper.” 

The new weapon, which can be 
fired from any present type fighter 
plane or medium bomber, was de¬ 
scribed by Col. Diehl as a “huge 
rocket 11.75 inches in diameter and 
12 feet long.” 


Back Savers 

While one can garden satisfactorily ] 
with a minimum of tools, good results 
being guaranteed with only a rake, 
hoe and spade, the job will be made 
speedier and easier with a little more 
equipment. Three to five pronged 
cultivators will do about three times 
the work of a hoe with the same 
effort, and a long-handled spade or 
fork will save the back in digging. | 

Then again there are special tools j 
for specials jobs. Dutch hoes, for in- j 
stance, will be found faster than the! 
ordinary kind for light weeding, and 
a long-handled spudder will get dan¬ 
delions and other weeds out of the 
lawn without the usual stooping. 

With all implements, from the 
simplest to the most complicated, big 
dividends in labor saved, are paid by 
having cutting edges clean and sharp. 

An old file will do the trick with hoes 
and spades.

How To Grow Tender Vegetables j 

Unchecked growth is the real secret 
of tender vegetables. Crisp beets, 
carrots, beans, celery and similar 
things without stringiness or tough 
cores come from gardens where 
growth has been hurried along, un¬ 
checked by weeds or other neglect. 

Even if the weather is none too 
favorable, experienced gardeners can 
produce this sort of quality. 

First they keep the soil well culti- [ 
vated, both to keep weeds eliminated j 
and also to conserve moisture and 
encourage quick development in dry] 
weather. They thin those vegetable^ 
which need spacing in order that < 
there is proper, even and speedy de¬ 
velopment. They harvest vegetables j 
when they are at their best, just the 1 
light size for eating and before they i 
start to harden and mature.

fare of southern Alberta. 

The principal speaker was Mayor 
Shackleford. In a fifteen minute ad¬ 
dress he stated that: 

Lethbridge Board of Trade is 
older than Lethbridge itself. It was 
organized in 1889, and that grand 
old mam, Charles Alexander 
Magrath, now living in retirement 
in Victoria in his eighties, was the 
first president. Two years later, 
Lethbridge obtained its town char¬ 
ter and Mr. Magrath was elected 
the town’s first mayor. 

Naturally, with a man like Mr. 
Magrath as president, the Board 
started out with a broad outlook. 
Members knew that Lethbridge 
would never amount to much un¬ 
less the country around was de¬ 
veloped—the coal mines, the ranch 
lands, the farm lands, the rivers, 
served with railways and highways, 
and stabilized by irrigation of the 
plains country. 

It was nine years after the Leth¬ 
bridge Board of Trade was formed 
that the Crow’s Nest Pass Railway 
was built through the Crow and on 
to serve the mining town of Femie. 
That brought the Board one of its 
first big fights because the railway 
company threatened to by-pass 
Lethbridge and leave it without 
direct railway connection with the 
rich coal fields of the Pass. 

Lethbridge Board of Trade has 
always led in developement of ir¬ 
rigation. That is not strange be¬ 
cause Mr. Magrath was a Dominion 
Land Surveyor. He conceived the 
first big irrigation project in Al¬ 
berta to water lands of the Alberta 
Railway and irrigation Company 
between Magrath and Lethbridge. 
He built the first dams and ditches 
around 1900, and the Lethbridge 
Board of Trade is still behind ir¬ 
rigation, working hard for the St. 
Mary’s dam which will carry irri¬ 
gation to another 350,000 acres of 
land in Southern Alberta, providing 
stability to the big area between 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat. 

Lethbridge Board of Trade has 
also had a keen interest in high¬ 
ways. It was one of the prime 
movers with Boards of Trade of th e 
Pass Towns, Femie and Cranbrook 
in launching many years ago the 
Red Trail Association—now the 
Southern Trans-Oanada Highway 
Association. Lethbridge people feel 
that this is one of the most impor¬ 
tant highways in Southern Alberta 
and Southern British Columbia. It 
is the first East-West Highway 
which any tourist entering Canada 
from the U.S. in either Alberta or 
British Columbia will strike, and it 
is destined to play a big part in the 
tourist traffic of the future. ■ It 
should be hard-surfaced from end 
to end. When the new link from 
Hope to Princeton is completed 
around Hope Mountain in Southern 
B.C. it will cut off 200 miles from 
the prairies to Vancouver, and it 
will serve the rich mining, lumber¬ 
ing and fruit lands of Southern in¬ 
terior British Columbia. Lethbridge, 
with you here in Coleman, has a 
vital interest in that highway and 
we should let nothing stand in the 
way of its completion as a hard¬ 
surfaced all-year road. 

Lethbridge Board of Trade is 
looking to the future. Canada 
needs more people. We cannot ex¬ 


pect to hold the rich resources with 
which we have been endowed with 
a mere handful of people. Instead of 
12,000,000 population we should 
have 25,000,000 or even 50,000,000. 
Southern Alberta and South East¬ 
ern British Columbia have some 87 
per cent of Canada’s great coal 
deposits. Some day we will be the 
powerhouse of Canada because coal 
is power. But we of the Lethbridge 
Board of Trade are not satisfied 
that our present coal mining de¬ 
velopment is the ultimate in our 
coal industry. Some day we will see 
great pants processing our coals, 
taking from them the real wealth 
which we now waste in the air—the 
nylons, the dyes and perfumes. We 
are glad to see that over the Divide 
at Michel the Crows Nest Pass Coal 
Company is making a start in coal 
processing. One day the Crows Nest 
Pass and Lethbridge coal fields will 
be the Ruhr of Canada, and Boards 
of Trade should study this possibil¬ 
ity and keep forever pounding away 
at the powers-that-be to spend the 
money required for research to 
bring this industrialization about. 
Lethbridge Board of Trade has 
noted the decline in Canada’s oil 
production. One day processed coal 
will provide collodial fuel which 
will take the place of the oil we 
now take from the deep sands. 

Gentlemen, these are just a few 
of the Lethb’ridge Board of Trade’s 
many activities. I might mention 
many others—the necessity of a 
revision of freight rates to make 
Western industrialization possible 
—the need for the preservation of 
the Eastern slope of the Rockies, 
the source of water for 50,000,000 
acres of prairie agricultural land— 
the need for better educational 
facilities in Southern Alberta, with 
an agricultural, mining and me¬ 
chanical college for the training of 
our young men and women—the de¬ 
velopment of aviation routes and a 
dozen and one other “musts” if this 
part of the world is to fulfill its 
destiny. 

Mr. Cleve Hill, president of the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce gave 
a very good address on the work 
being accomplished by that body. 
At the present time they are con¬ 
ducting an educational campaign 
among hotel and restaurant em¬ 
ployees and also with the city police 
so that should a tourist infringe on 
the city’s traffic law no “red-faced” 
cop will walk up to them and bawl 
them out but instead will do his ut¬ 
most to help them out and direct 
them to hotels, restaurants and give 
them road information. 

Mr. Stan Lamb told of the heavy 
coal shipments from the Pass and 
particularly from Coleman. These 
shipments meant payrolls in Leth¬ 
bridge and the city of Lethbridge 
had every reason to be thankful to 
Coleman. Coleman, in the past, has 
had no organization to fully pub¬ 
licize its assets. The CPR had 
burned Coleman coal for many 
years and it would continue to haul 
and burn Coleman coal for many 
years to come. 

Mr. Roland Beard touched on 
eighten points in his address “The 
Mechanics of a Board of Trade.” At 
the conclusion of his address he 
stresed the fact that the Lethbridge 
Board of Trade would be willing 
and anxious at all times to co-op¬ 
erate with Coleman or any other 
southern Alberta Board of Trade on 
problems pertaining to the welfare 
of southern Alberta. 

Mr. J. J. McIntyre was called 
upon and gave a vote of thanks to 
the Lethbridge delegation for their 
splendid addresses an their expres- 
slions of co-operation with Cole- 

Following the addresses some 
business was transacted and saw 
endorsation of the resoliition sent 
by the Pass Rehabilitatian Com¬ 
mittee to Mr. Tucker, chairman of 
the Parliamentary Committee on 
Veteran’s Affairs re the acute 
housing problem in the Pass area. 

Regular meetings will be held 
once a month and a Tuesday was 
chosen as the days on which meet¬ 
ings will be held. 

As the meeting was concluding 
Mr. C. S. Short added his thanks 
to the Lethbridge delegation for 
coming to Coleman to start the 
local organization on its way. 


Heavy Death 
Toll At Railroad 


Carelessness of motorists, faulty 
visibility due to “fogging” of wind¬ 
shields and car windows resulting 
from frosty weather, and falure to 
heed the time-honored signals, 
“stop, look and listen,” copjjnue to 
take their heavy toll in death and 
injuries. 

This much is clearly evident from 
statistics compiled by the Board 
of Transport Commissioners for 
Canada, showing that there were 
378 accidents at railway crossings 
in the Dominion during 1945. These 
accidents resulted in a death toll 
of 129 persons and a total of 598 
persons were injured, some of them 
seriously, as the result of contest¬ 
ing the right of way with locomo¬ 
tives and trains. 

The Board, breaking the acci¬ 
dents down into various compart¬ 
ments in order to determine under¬ 
lying causes, reports that in 107 
cases—nearly a third of the total— 
it w.as the automobile which ran 
into the train. 

In most other cases the entry 
read, “Automobile drove onto cross¬ 
ing in path of train and was 
struck.” 

Indicating that impaired visibil¬ 
ity has a direct bearing on ratio 
of crossing accidents—as it has on 
most other forms of mishap involv¬ 
ing motor vehicles—statistics re¬ 
veal that the months of November 
and December are most prolific in 
accidents of this sort. During these 
months, days are shorter and the 
cold weather tends to cut down vis¬ 
ibility by frosting windshields and 
windows. The imperative need for 
widespread use of anti-frosting 
and de-frosting devices on all types 
of motor vehicles, including farm 
trucks, is clearly evident. 

Above all, however, seems to be 
the need for caution at all times. 
The railways are doing their best 
to cut down the crossing toll by 
constant education among their 
employees and the public, and the 
Dominion government assists great¬ 
ly through administration of its 
level crossing fund. Nothing, how¬ 
ever, can save drivers from their 
own folly.

ton. 

Three different firms were in¬ 
volved—Canada Packers Ltd., 
Bums and Co., Ltd., and Swift 
Canadian Co. Ltd. 

The original dispute between the 
managements and the employees 
was referred to Mr. Justice S. E. 
Richards, of Winnipeg for inves¬ 
tigation and report The report of 
Mr. Justice Richards, concurred in 
both management and the union, 
has been submitted to the Minister 
of Labor, and provides the basis 
for settlement of the dispute. 

The employees are members of 
the United Packinghouse Workers 
of America. 

The Minister expressed appreci¬ 
ation to Mr. Justice Richards, as 
well as the parties to the dispute, 
for their co-operation and success 
in reaching an agreement and 
avoiding a work stoppage.

Bob Mitchel Appointed Caretaker 
Of Coleman Cem-.taries; Plots To 
Cost $5.00; New Cemetary Roads 


Union Cemetery Good For Many 
More Years If AH Ground Is 
Utilized; Council Boosts Its 
Appropriation For 1946. 

The work started in 1945 to 
beautify the local cemeteries will 
be maintained with stronger vigor 
this year according to councillor 
Fred Cox. 

Councillor Cox and The Journal 
reporter inspected the cemeteries 
on Sunday afternoon at which time 
various proposed improvements 
were pointed out. _ 

The present road with its steep 
grade will be eliminated. If not this 
year definately next. Two roads are 
being given consideration. One is 
to follow along Sixth street, 
through Park Terrace, up to the 
Harry Boulton residence and then 
along the south side of the Catholic 
cemetery. The second is to go up to 
Sixth street, cut through that small 
hill between the Lees and Flynn 
residences., follow up the presnt 
valley which lies immediately west 
of the present cemetery road and 
have the top of the cemetery hill 
graded down where it would meet 
the valley road at a fairly small 
angle so that cars would have no 
difficulty in surmounting the grade. 

Bob. Mitchell has been employed 
part time by the town at $25 per 
month and will be in the town’s 
employ twelve months of the year. 
It is fully realized that Mr. Mitchel! 
will not be able to accomplish much 
during the winter months but he 
can keep watch to see that no 
fences fall down and that cattle or 
horses are kept from trampling the 


graves. In the summer he will have 
sufficient work to keep him busy. 

The town will henceforth charge 
for cemetery plots. $5 will be 
charged for a single plot. No longer 
will people be able to fence in half 
an acre then leave town allowing 
the grave to become neglected and 
spoiling usable land. The money 
from those plots will be embarked 
for cemetery beautification. 

Inspection of the Union cemetery 
revealed that graves lying in the 
eastern portion of the cemetery are 
neglected. Tombstones reveal dates 
of 1906, 1910 and 1912. Old wooden 
picket fences are on their last legs 
with dry rot while the graves them¬ 
selves need filling in. It was also 
surprising to find that families still 
reside here who have allowed their 
graves, old in years to become 
badly neglected. It is Councillor 
Cox’s intention to pull down the 
old picket fences around unmarked 
graves. All graves that have caved 
in will be refilled and some marker 
placed at the head. Persons who 
have graves will receive a circular 
letter, yet to be drafted, asking 
their co-operation in beautifying 
the cemetery by taking a greater 
interest in relatives’ graves. 

The Rebekahs took advantage of 
the council’s offer last year to fix 
certain graves and charge labor 
and other costs to the organization. 
Two graves were shown The Jour¬ 
nal reporter by Councillor Cox 
which had been put into shape, the 
Rebekahs paying the costs incurred. 
Other organizations could [follow 
the Rebekahs’ example to good ad¬ 
vantage. 


The practice that had been pre¬ 
valent up to this time of persons 
making concrete walls around the 
graves and then heaving the debris 
at the back of a tree will be stop¬ 
ped immediately. A trough used to 
mix concrete has lain in the Union 
cemetery all winter with stiU no 
sign of its removal. 

Councillor Cox will seek advice 
as to whetheror not council has the 
right to cut down plots which have 
been fenced in by parties who 
buried a relative, took possibly four 
to six plots and then left town at 
a later date. The grave is allowed 
to become neglected while usable 
land is denied other parties. 

A new system of grave digging is 
to be inaugurated immediately. 
Heretofore graves were dug up 
against one another and pallbearers 
were often forced to partially walk 
on an adjoining grave in order to 
carry a coffin into its proper pos¬ 
ition. Graves will now be dug in 
such a maner that a narrow lane 
will separate it from adjoining 
graves.Another phase of the new 
system will be graves dbg back to 
back allowing a lane to run between 
the two rows of graves. 

It is proposed to re-survey 
present available burial ground and 
secure a blue print of the cemetery 
as a whole in order to determine 
what ground is still available in the 
ground which has been used in the 
past number of years. 

It is proposed to cut down the 
trees at the eastern side of the 
Union cemetery and put the ’cat to 
work if necesary to level some of 
the ground. A roadway will be built 
to lead up to this part of the 
grounds. 

The Catholic cemetery has had 
two sides of its fences re-newed by 
the town. Since this cemetery is 
supervised by Holy Ghost church 
Councillor Cox plans on interview¬ 


ing Rev. Father Leo Sullivan in 
order to determine what improve¬ 
ments might be permitted in this 
cemetery. 

In order to help the beautification 
campaign along council has boosted 
its 1946 appropriation up to $300. 

Caretaker Mitchell will commence 
his new duties next week. He has 
been given the authority to enter 
into agreement with any party who, 
not having the necessary time to 
do the work personally, desire a 
relative or friend’s grave put into 
condition at a cost to be determined 
between the two parties.

war, and some have proved so valuable that they will continue to be applied 
to advantage in time of peace. It has recently been announced that an 
Empire Scientific Conference, to be opened by His Majesty the King, will 
be held in London, Cambridge, and Oxford in June and July of this year. 
This conference is the result of close co-operation in scientific work which 
developed during the war. At that time the British Commonwealth Scien¬ 
tific Office was set up for the purpose of co-ordinating research in various 
parts of the Empire and for providing a central bureau for the interchange 
of opinion with the United States on matters related to scientific warfare. 

It is now believed that the scientific problems of 
Many Urgent peace are no less urgent than those of war and 

Problems Now that would be advantageous to continue to 

co-ordinate the work of scientists in all parts of 
the Empire. The London Times commenting on the forthcoming conference 
says “Within the Empire, the scientific problems of peace, both technical 
and academic, are no less pressing than those of war. There are, for 
instance, urgent questions of medicine, especially tropical medicine, agricul¬ 
ture, nutritional science and the world fishing industry, while in the more 
academic field radio communications and cosmic rays present problems 
which can only be solved by joint efforts in all parts of the globe.” It is 
expected it will be proposed at the conference that the British Common¬ 
wealth Scientific Office be succeeded by a similar organization to carry 
on this important work.

There is much interest at present in increasing world food supplies, 
in finding new uses for surplus farm products and in many other prob¬ 
lems which would no doubt benefit from a co-operative effort at their 
solution such as was applied to scientific problems during the war.

In Greece, travellers come upon 
small groups of children under an 
olive tree, listening to a teacher. The 
teacher usually stands, with a broken 
tree limb in his hand, tracing on the 
earth.
